EXPORTING GOLD. 


The gold tide has again set in from 


the United States to Europe. In the 
last throe days of April $6,225,000 in 
gold coin and bars were shipped to 
European ports, and $750,000 more is 
engaged for shipment next Tuesday. 
The Chinese indemnity to Japan is 
being pajd in gold in London. This 
creates a demand for the metal and 
this demand the United 
States is 


called upon to supply. If the drain 
continues fora few weeks, as it is likely 
to do, the Treasury reserve will be en- 
croached upon and more bonds will 
have to be issued to get gold back from 
Europe. 


Under existing financial regulations 


whenever there is an increased demand 
abroad for gold, the United States has 
to furnish the supply, and it receives 
no European bonds in exchange. When 
the Treasury reserve needs replenish- 
ing, that is, when the United States 
wants gold, bonds must be issued to 
get it. 
With a balance of trade of 


several hundred millions of dollars in 
favor of the United States in the last 
year one would naturally suppose -that 
1£e gold wave would set in toward this 
country, but experience proves that it 
does not. 


Lust year $80,000-,000 worth of silver 


bullion was shipped out of the United 
States in addition to the gold ship- 
ments. A part of the silvei bullion 
was imported from Mexico, as the 
mines of the United States did not pro 
dace that much silver. Now, with gold 
aa well as silver going out of tho coun- 
try at the rate of nearly a million dol 
lars a day and our mints coining only 
a limited amount of either gold or sil- 
ver, and greenbacks withdrawn from 
circulation, we will have no money of 
any kind except such paper as the Na- 
tional banks may be pleased to issue 
upon their own terms. 


PABIS, May 1.—A dispatch from Sofia, 


Bulgaria, to the Gaulois alleges that M. 
Kalli, the Greek Premier, has semi- 
officially intimated that Greece will 
gracefully accept the mediation of the 
Powers and that Turkey has signified 
she will be satisfied .with a war indem- 
nity guaranteed by a temporary sur- 
render of the Greek fleet. The Qaulois 
adds: "The Sultan conscious of his 
strength in consequence of the success 
of the Turkish forces in Thessalay, is 
resolved to claim the suzereignity of 
Egypt or obtain more effective recog- 
nition thereof." 


LONDON, May 1,—It is aetni-offieially 


announced that Marquis Salisbury 
proposed to the Powers that a confer 
ence be held in Paris to discuss meas- 
ures with a view to ending the war be- 
tween Turkey and Greece. ThePowers 
are discussing the proposition, but ac- 
ceptance is regarded as doubtful. 


A dispatch to the Evening News from 


Athens says that M. Theotokis took the 
oath as Minister of the Interior yester- 
day evening, and left the Greek capita] 
with the Minister of War, Colonel Tsa- 
mados, for Pharsalos,the headquarters 
of the Gieek army, where it is reported 
the Greek troops successfully repulsed 
a heavy attack by the Turks. 


ATHENS, May 1.—The Turks are pre- 


paring to besiege Arta. 


It is reported here that Colonel Vasso 


is about to bo recalled from the Island 
of Ciete. 


M. Ealli, tuu new Greek Prime Min-

The manipulation of a horde of 
dancers in -whom unusual intelligence 
is tare and might be dangeronsjequires 
a skill in the movement of large num- 
bers, a quick eye for effective evolu- 
tions, exact tactics that will taring the 
right body to the right place in the 
right way, and a presence of mind in 
emergencies that demands of tho ballet 
director a generalship of . limited range 
indeed, but of much aeuteness-and much 
responsibility.

There is always an abundant supply 


of stories of the espertness of Hindoo 
jugglers and acrobats. One who moves 
nbotit peichod upon a" single long stick 
is the latest novelty. This performer is 
mounted on a tiamboo pole about 15 
feet high, tlio top of which is tied to a 
girdlo worn around his waist. A small 
cushion is fastened a few feet down the 
pole, which acts as a log rost. The acro- 
bat hops around a large space in the 
liveliest, way, uttering cheerful shouts 
ancl accompanied by the tapping of a 
cuiious drum. Ho also executes a sort 
of dance and goes thiough a little pan- 
tomime. 
It is a marvelous feat of 


equihbrrum. To walk on a pair of stilts 
as high as this would be a performance 
worthy of exhibition on our variety 
stage.

The Instinct of Birds. 


Some wonderful facts concerning the 


instincts of birds are narrated bj- o 
Writer in The Popular Science Monthly. 
The oriole, for example, has a fetidness 
for bright colors, and yet prudence leads 
tha little creature, in building his nest,' 
to select the least conspicuous hues. He 
also shows architectural skill in attach- 
ing a string to his hanging nest and 
fastening it securely, by a number of 
turns and a knot, to a branch above, in 
order to prevent the weight of the young 
brood from breaking the branch from 
which the nest is suspended.. Is not this 
a good deal like buttressing a weak 
wall? Birds also show a progressive 
spirit.. Formerly, the tailor birds of Bast 
ludia used to stitch the leaves of their 
nests together with, fine grass or horse- 
hair. Since the introduction of British 
manufactures they use sewing thread 
and ravelings from cloths. In the dis- 
tricts in Switzerland'where watches are 
made the wagtails have learned to 
build their nests of fine steel shavings. 
Sparrows, which usually .build in chinks 
of'walls or under roofs, if forced to con- 
struct their nests in trees or any un- 
sheltered spot, usually cover them with 
a sort of hood to keep out the rain.
